Virginia I'll) Mild Watte by Fire.—

SAN FHANCISCO, Oct. %'. 


A terrible lire raged in Virginia City, 


Nevada, this morning. Owing to tho des- 
truction of the telegraph offloo nud the press' 
of private despatches over tho linos, it has 
been difficult to obtain any connected infor- 
mation concerning the disaster. 


From Taylor street, near which the lire 


originated, it spread southward against tho 
wind, destroying tbo branch office of the 
l*)k of California, Wolls, Fargo it Co.'s 
express office and everything else in its line. 
At this point tho Gould & Curry works were 
in imminent danger, but fortunately wore 
saved. In short; nearly tha entire business 
portion is in ashes. The hotels, churches, 
county buildings, newspaper, telegraph and 
express offices are oil swept away. Over 10,- 
000 persons ore made homeless. Tho wind is 
piercing, and much suffering is experienced 
before temporary shelter can be prepared. 
It is impossible at present to conjecture the 
amount of loss. Tho destruction of the 
mills and hoisting works above refered to 
will probably entail a loss of a million dol- 
lars, witLin n radius rof a few hundred feet. 
Fortunately the shafts of both tho Ophir 
and Consolidated 
Virginia were 
bulk- 


headed, and the fire was kept out of tho 
mines.
